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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 30-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

For at least claims 30 and 36, the phrase of" television display content and a firmware 
update fde as a print content" from "a content generation unit operable to generate a content that 
includes television display content and a firmware update file as a print content which is not 
to be displayed, the firmware update file being a file in which data for updating the firmware is 
described" which is indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claimed invention does not clarify how the 
printing apparatus process the television display content as a part of the print content. 

3. Claims 30 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements and method steps, such omission amounting to a gap 
between the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. Claims omitted essential elements and steps to 
process the television display content included in the print content and how the receiving 
apparatus and the printing apparatus to process the television display content.
